X RAYS AT LEXIW0T0K. 

Bossrs. Anderson and Veils Hake Suc- 
cessful Experiments. 

Profs. F. Paul Anderson and 
Jam..- If. Wells, of Lexington, 
who have been in charge ,,f (In 
electrical laboratory and mechani- 
cal department of the state college 
have made a ser- 
ies of experiments with the Roent- 
gen ravs. The experiments were 
made Friday night in the college 
laboratory. ' Prof. Anderson bor* 
rowed the large Ruhm 
and several of Crookes tubing be- 
longing to Mai. H. B. McClellan, 
of theSayre Female Institute. The 
coil is capable of producing alspark 
I hirty centimeters long 
mary coil was operated by five 
storage battery cells, producing u 
current of twenty amperes.

First attention is di 
the almost self-evident fuel that 
Ihe product* of skill in the world's 
I liirtory have been supplied mostly by 
I rations advanced in science and art. 
'I hen the influence is ai I fully suggest- 
ed that the supplying of such prod- 
ucts has caused the t'dvancement. 

When the proposition is thus stated 
it becomes apparent at once that ad- 
vancement is no* a consequence of 
supplying products of skill, but that 
the supplying of such products is a 
consequence of advancement In the 
arts and sciences. A people must have 
the knowledge, art and .skill before 
thej can turn out highly wrotlghl 
and artistic products for export. Ihe 
export of such product is an evidence 
and a consequence, not a cause, of j. r ill- 
ness in science and art.

I saw last summer, near the beach, a 
wrecker's machine. It was a cylinder 
with some holes at the side, made for 
the thrusting in ol soms long poles 
with strong leverage: and when there 
is any ve-^sel in trouble or goinif to 
pieces in the oiling, the wreckers shoot 
a rope out to tho suffering men.

Your children, your children's chil 
dren. and all the generations that arc 
to follow, will grip that influence and 
feel the long-reaching pull long after 
the figures on your tombstone are so 
near worn out that the visitor can not 
tell whether It was 1890, or 1790, or 
1690 that you died. 

Still further, I learn from this sub. 
Ject the advantage of concerted action. 
If Abimclech hod merely gone out with 
a tree branch, tho work would not have 
been accomplished, or if 10, 20 or 3C 
men had gone; but when all the axea 
are lifted and nil the sharp edges fall, 
and all these men carry each his tree 
branch down and throw it about the 
temple, the victory is gained— the tem- 
ple falls. My friends, where there h 
one man in the church of Cod at thii 
day shouldering Ma whole duty, 
there are a great many who will neyer 
lift an ax or swing a bough. It seems 
to me as if there were ten dn 
every hive to one busy bee; as if there 
were -'0 sailors sound asleep in the 
ships hammocks to four men on the 
stormy deck. It seems as if there were 
50,000 men belonging to the reserve 
corps and only 1,000 active combatants. 
Oh. we all want our boats to get over 
to the golden sands, but the most of _us 
are seated either in the prow or in the 
stern, wrapned in our striped shawl, 
f a big-handled sunshade, 
while others are blistered in the 
md pull until the oarlocks 
groan, and the blades bend until 
they snap. Oh, you religious sleepy 
heads, wake up! You have lain so 
long in one place that the auts and 
caterpillars have begun to crawl over 
you! What do you know, my brother, 
about a living Gospel made to storm 
the world.' Now, my idea of a Chris- 
tian is a man oa tire with zeal for Gc 
and if your pulse ordinarily beata 
times h minute when you think- 
other themes, and talk about oth 
themes, if your pulse does not go up to 
75 or 80 when von come to talk about 
Christ and Heaven, it i» because you 
do not now know the one. and have a 
pool chance of getting to the other.

pic changes than that of any wicked and unprincipled editors 
*' and reporters. It is a harmless 
amusement enough for those who 
indulge in it, hut it does not re- 
flect much credit on their reason- 
ing powers. At the same time it 
indicates prejudice and intolerance 
that no Intelligent person should 
allow to develop. 

An Instance oi this sort is re- 
ported from the recent Medico- 
Legal Congress, V distinguished 
physician, Dr. Forbes Winelow, 
undertook to prove to his col leag- 
ue* who were asse tabled on that 
occasion that this year's epidemic 
of suicides was due to the publicity 
given to such unfortunate affairs 
in the columns of the newspapers.

IL*- 
yond the mere assertion Dr. Wins- 
low did not go. He gave no fig- 
ures, apparently considering that 
bis broad statemeol discrediting 
the pres., had in need of stal istice 
to support it. it certainly is an 
easy and convenient way of dis- 
posing of a complicated question. 
Besides it. probably ratified the 
learOed do itor'a sens i of .superior- 
ity and dissatisfaction with the 
management of nineteenth century 
newspapers. But his statement is 
very fat from m tiling the responsi- 
bility for an epidemic oi suicides, 
as he must know himself. 

We do not thml < : i tatistics 
can be provided to show that Dr. 
Winslow's theory has any basis 
wh.it. ver. Modern newspapers 
arc published in order to print the 
news of the day, in which are in- 
crimes of all sorts. 
The reading public demands to 
have the details of such events 
and H is largely i' 1 deference to 
this demand that they are printed. 

Tho newspaper business is con- 
duct as all other enterprises are, 
in accord auce with t he n 
its patrons. But, Independently 
of this fact., it remains to be proved 
that the publication of news about 
Mtioklea encourages such acts, li 
seems more Lik< ly l hat it should 
have a deterrent effeot. 

The details of a suicide are not, 
in our opinion, fasolnatibg. Con- 
templation of the grief arid troubh 
that such acts bring in their train 

should prevent, rather than infin- 
ence* others to imitate such sad ex- 
amples. 

And the newspapers are there- 
fore doing a duty that they owe 
the public in refusing to suppress 
the news about miicidea. — Milwau- 
kee (Wis.) Sentinel.
